Some delcbates complained that 
Uit educators took over and m is­ 
represented the majority view on 
federal aid to education. 
This complaint was expressed 
privately by m any opponents and 
lukewarm advocates of federal aid 
It was expressed openly by the 
delegations from Texas, Utah and 
Nevada. 
Their complaints were directed 
at a final report of the conference 
which found that the delegates by 
m ore than a two to one margin 
favored increased federal aid to 
schools. 


THE REPORT does not accur­ 
ately reflect the view of the m a­ 
jority, the dissenters said, but is 
a 
misrepresentation 
drafted 
by 
professional educators who favor 
federal aid. The claim of the dis­ 
senters was that many of the dele­ 
gates hedged their support of fed­ 
eral aid with several conditions 
which were glossed over in the ft 
nal report. 
The debate over exactly how the 
conference lined up on federal aid 
to education is certain to be re­ 
sumed when Congress starts con­ 
sidering school legislation n e x t

Stevenson Runs 


Into Trouble in 


First Maneuver

WASHINGTON (W—The first ma 
neuvers in Adlai E. Stevenson s 
formal 
pre-convention 
campaign 
for next year'a Democratic pres­ 
idential nomination did not quite 
backfire, but almost. 
Stevenson's strategy, as outlined 
prior to last month's announce­ 
ment of his candidacy, was to de­ 
velop an early and overwhelming­ 
ly show of strength. Such a show­ 
ing of early foot is essential for a 
front runner in any kind of con­ 
test. 


BUT, INSTEAD of scaring otf 
hla Democratic opposition, Steven­ 
son's announcement incited them 
to hoots of criticism and new en­ 
thusiasm to challenge his nomina­ 
tion. The No. 1 immediate devel­ 
opment was announcement by Car­ 
mine De Sapio that Gov. Averell 
Harriman of New York would be 
place in nomination for President 
at next sum m er's Democratic Na­ 
tional Convention to be held in Chi­ 
cago. 
De 
Sapio 
Is 
the 
soft-spoken 
leader of the New York County 
Democratic 
organization, 
better 
known as Tammany Hall. He is 
New York’s Democratic national 
committeeman and secretary o f 
state in H arrim an's cabinet. De­ 
Sapio almost invented Harriman as 
a national political figure. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., was 
moving to kidnap the 1954 Demo- 
ciatie nomination for governor in 
New York when De Sapio inter­ 
fered. He and others stopped Roos­ 
evelt, nominated Harriman, instead 
More amazing, they elected Har­ 
riman against a stand-out Repub­ 
lican vote-getter - Sen. Irving M. 
Ives. 


DE SAPIO’S RESPONSE to Ste­ 
venson's bid was to put Harriman 
in the contest without qualification. 
The governor, however, describes 
himself as a non-active candidate. 
There is nothing non-active about 
De Sapio. He is shopping for dele­ 
gates, but has decided to keep his 
man out of the numerous presi­ 
dential preference p r i m a r i e s 
among the states which begin with 
New Hampshire's next March. 
Harriman was almost first up 
last year with a plug for Steven­ 
son's nomination for president in 
1956. Last month he was no worse 
than second with hoots against 
Stevenson's political c o p i p a s i 
oourse 
for 
1958 
Stevenson .an­ 
nounced his candidacy in a speech 
which proposed a “moderate" ap­ 
proach to national issues. 


HARRIMAN

that there was no place for mod­ 
eration in the Democratic Party. 
Michigan's Gov. G. Mennen Wil­ 
liams, closely allied to and de­ 
pendent on the CIO for much of 
his political support, also objected 
to Stevenson * choice of words.

The incident is typ­ 
ical of the m anner in which the 
pack must attack a front runner. 
Harrim an's chances, of course, de 
pend wholly on stopping Steven­ 
son, some of whose backers now 
claim they have about four-fifths 
of the necessary delegate votes to 
nominate him next summer.

some political punch. So does Ten­ 
nessee's Sen. Estes Kefauver who 
is expected to announce this month 
his candidacy for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. Kefauver's 
strategy will be to beat down Ste­ 
venson’s prestige in various state 
preferential prim ary contests.

Caudle, Connelly and Schwim­ 
m er were accused of conspiring to 
defraud the government through 
perjury and bribery in the case of 
Irving Sachs, a St. Louis shoe 
broker charged with income tax 
evasion. 
The three men conspired to fix 
the charges against Sachs and his 
firm , it was alleged. They were 
also accused of planning to conceal 
the facts of the conspiracy if the 
attem pt to suppress the charges 
failed. 
Caudle, who was fired from his 
Justice Department post following 
a widely publicized investigation 
in 1951, protested he is innocent.

EDITORIALS 


Artificial Photosynthesis — The day when the fam­ 
ily automobile can be run on water and sunshine may 
not be around the corner, but it’s in sight. Scientists 
at the recent World Symposium on Applied Solar Ener­ 
gy in Phoenix, Arizona, actually spoke of using sunlight 
to turn water into a high-grade fuel for lighting the 
home and running Industry. 
The laboratory process by which the sun separates 
water into hydrgen and oxygen gases which can be 
burned together is known as artificial photosynthesis. 
Plants have been converting the energy of sunlight 
Into food and fuel for many milleniums. But the needs 
of man are beginning to outstrip the capacity of plants 
for carrying on this process. The reserves of coal, gas 
and oil, products of natural photosynthesis, are running 
low, creating a need for obtaining additional quantities 
of fuel from photosynthesis. 
Although scientists have had limited success in 
forcing photosynthesis, the process is still in the re­ 
search stage and still very expensive. 
In considering the possible uses of the sun's energy, 
scientists have merely probed the surface. One small, 
but important process, photqsynthesis, has indicated 
that as long as there is water and sunlight, the food, 
fuel and power resources are there. All we must do is 
to solve the problem of converting them economically. 


Aid to India—Some people in this country are dis­ 
turbed because Russian leaders Bulganin and Khrush­ 
chev seem to have cut such a wide swathe in their visit 
to India. There is a feeling that the Russians, with 
their expansive promises of economics and technical 
aid, may succeed in drawing India into their camp. 
These people read special significance into the fact 
that the Soviet chieftians visited India so soon after 
Indian Prime Minister Nehru received unprecedented 
attention in Moscow. They fear that Nehru and his 
government may be strongly influenced by this show of 
friendship. 
It is true that some Indians are much impressed by 
the rather vague offers of the Russians to help India 
develop power facilities and heavy industry. Some of 
them, ironically, seem to attach importance to these 
promises than to the hundreds of millions worth of aid 
their country has received from the United States in 
recent years. 
There is small likelihood, however, that Nehru will 
succumb to Soviet blandishments. Only this week he 
noted once again that India is “in no camp and no mili­ 
tary alliance.’’ 
It would be unwise for this country to cut off its 
aid to India as a punishment for the Indian attentions 
to the Russian leaders. On the contrary', the United 
States should continue to offer a helping hand as long 
as Indi* hold» to it» “no alliances” policy.

YOUR CITY GOVERNMENT 


The City of Palm Springs with 
approximately 140 employes ranks 
as one of the largest employers in 
the desert area, and naturally in­ 
cludes among its departments one 
devoted to the recruitment and ad­ 
ministration of personnel. 
During the early years of the 
city's existence, personnel mai­ 
lers were largely handled through 
the city council, with department 
heads selecting their own employes 
and salry rates, promotions, and 
policies Coming before the council 
in the regular order of business 
AS THE CITY GREW this sys­ 
tem became burdensome, and was 
gradually changed by the institu­ 
tion of a compensation plan and 
informal personnel rules, and fi­ 
nally by formulating a personnel 
system under a personnel board. 
On April 15, 1952, the P a l m 
Springs personnel ordinance w as 
adopted, setting up a personnel 
board of five members, two to be 
appointed by the city council, two 
to be elected by secret ballot by 
all employes, and one to be selec­ 
ted by the four members chosen. 
The first board, which is still ser­ 
ving. consisted of F. Thomas Kic- 
ley and George Ripley, council ap­ 
pointments: David King and Ray 
Lusby, elected by employes and 
Warren Slaughter chosen by the 
four above. 
THE 
P E R S O N N E L OR­ 
dinance. in addition to setting up 
the system, the board and its 
functions, provides that a set of 
rules and regulations be drawn to 
govern all matters relating to per­ 
sonnel. The rules now in force gov­ 
ern recruitment procedurej -vafra- 
lion and sick leaves, promotions 
and demotions, and the salary 
scale for each position in the city 
service. 
As the city manager is also per­ 
sonnel officer of the city, all mat­ 
ters relating to personnel are hand 
led through his office and the rec­ 
ords of the department kept there. 
RECRUITMENT UNDER th e 
city service is done by competitive 
examination in all possible cases, 
with examinations scheduled at the 
rate of about five each year. The 
first examination ever held under 
the ordinance was for police patrol­ 
men, in January of 1953, 14 candi­ 
dates appearing for the test. Since 
then there have been 21 examina­ 
tions and a total number of 222 


candidates, of which exactly half, 
or 111, passed. 
Examinations vary with the type 
of position, ranging from mechani­ 
cal aptitude tests requiring about 
45 minutes for laborers, to the dif­ 
ficult and complex two-day exam­ 
inations for police and fire depart­ 
ments. which include I.Q.. written 
police problems, agility and swim­ 
ming tests, and a still oral inter 
view conducted by the personnel 
board. City employes are now re­ 
cruited from the eligible lists re­ 
sulting from these examinations.

W A S H I N G T O N—The Joint 
Congressional Committee on the 
Economic Report has an unusually 
early and cheering New Year's 
message. 
It is a nationwide survey of the 
business outlook, containing th e 
following principal 
conclusion: 
"Current estimates of total income 
and expenditures reflect a con­ 
tinued rise in over-all economic ac­ 
tivities through 1956.’.’ 
Particularly included in this good 
news is the stock market, about 
which the study says, "It appears 
to be getting its second wind." 
Significance of the Joint Cbm- 
mittee's findings is that they car­ 
ry weight with the committees 
which handle the budget and form 
ulate- tax legislation. Both will be 
top issues at the coming Congress, 
which reconvenes January 3. 
Also of note is the fact that the 
heads of the Joint Committee arc 
leading critics of the Eisenhower 
Administration. The chairman i s 
Senator Paul Douglas (D., Ill ), 
former economics professor; th e 
vice chairman is Representative 
Wright Patman (D., Tex.), l o n g 
time champion of small business­ 
men. 
• 
The Committee's rosy report was 
compiled by its staff of experts. 
When it will be made public is 
conjectural. 
The survey's statistics for 1955 
art still incomplete, as they lack 
the figures for December. T h o s e 
will not be obtained until the mid­ 
dle of January. But over-all con­ 
clusions on the current year arc 
available on the basis of compre­ 
hensive data already in hand 
From these detailed compilations 
the study cites four weak spots in 
the national economy: 
(1) Consumer expenditures have 
risen faster than the increase in 
national income; (2) consumer 
credit is continuing to go up de­ 
spite restraining measures by the 
government: (3» some inventories 
are beginning to pile up; and (41 
the continued decline in farm in­ 
come. 
Only the last is rated as a major 
problem, and the report implies 


that is due in a measure to poli­ 
tics. 
UNPUBLISHED DETAILS—Fol­ 
lowing are the highlights of this 
significant economic analysis: 
"GROSS NATIONAL PRODUCT: 
Figures for the last quarter of 1955 
are still incomplete, but in the 
third quarter the gross national 
product rose around $7,000,000,­ 
000, to A new high of $391,500,000,­ 
000 . . . Consumer expenditures 
accounted for most ($5,500.000,000) 
of the increase. In comparison to 
that, national income rose $4.500,­ 
000.000 in that period, for a total 
Of $325,200,000.000. 
“PRICES: Small price increases 
are indicated in the next 6 months 
for housing, medical car -, trans­ 
portation, apparel, recreaion, and 


some other goods and services 
which make up the cost-of-living 
index. However, food prices shouid 
remain about the same as the Oc­ 
tober level, and may even decline 
slightly due to lower prices for 
farm products and processed food. 
"CONSUMER CREDIT: Indica­ 
tions are this will reach a record 
high of $35.000.000.000 by the end 
of 1955. The largest part of that 
credit total will be for automobile 
purchases, which is expected to ex­ 
ceed $14.500.000.000. At the start of 
the fourth quarter, this credit fig­ 
ure was $13.900.000,000. O t h e r 
credit increases taking place in the 
fourth quarter are in personal 
loans, repair and modernization 
loans, and installment buying of 
consumer goods.

Cranberry Pie 


Adds Glamour 
NEW YORK. W — Want a "con­ 
versation piece” to round out the 
Christmas dinner? Cranberry chif­ 
fon pie looks like a production, but 
actually it is easy to make; even 
less work when a graham crack­ 
er crust is substituted for a baked 
pie shell (9-inch). 
H’s made this way: 
Dissolve 1 package lemon-flavor­ 
ed gelatin in tt cup boiling wa­ 
ter, and put aside. Combine in 
saucepan 1 can unstrained cran­ 
berry sauce (whole cranberries) 1 
tablespoon lemon juice and '» tea­ 
spoon salt. Heat mixture to boiling 
point, then remove from gas range 
and add gelatin. Stir until dissolv­ 
ed, then chill until it begins to 
thicken. Beat 2 egg whites until 
stiff and gradually add *4 cup 
sugar. Do not undcrbeat. Whip 
separately H cup heavy cream, 
and fold both egg white meringue 
and whipped cream into cranberry 
mixture. Tour into baked pie shell 
or graham cracker pastry shell 
and chill until set.

ITHACA, N. Y. OIV-A Corned 
University potato specialist s a y s 
atomic waste material may some 
day give us spuds that will stay 
sproutless in storage (or several 
months. 
Dr. Ora Smith said that rescarcn 
al Brookhaven National Laboratory 
has shown that irradiation of gam­ 
ma rays from atomic waste—while 
it’s an expensive control method— 
does keep potatoes from sprouting. 
Treated potatoes already have 
stayed sproutless for a year and a 
half, he said. It’s estimated this 
would cost between eight and nine 
cents a bushel on a commercial 
setup.
